Amateur radio lost a great supporter on June 19, 1972. 
Jim Reid, W4BKL, passed away suddenly at the age of 
54. It was adeep shock for everyone that knew him 
and he had many, many friends in all walks of life. 


Jim was a native of Asheville, N.C. and attended 
Wake Forest College where he majored in physics. He 
was first licensed in 1932 as W4CJN when he was 14. 
His high school buddy, Durham Ipock, became W4EFX, 
now K4JA. They still had regular schedules on the 75 
meter band on Saturday mornings. 


Jim came to Raleigh in 1940 as an announcer for WPTF. 
World War || interupted Jim's announcing and hamming 
activities. He served in the Navy and was stationed 
in the Aleutian Islands. His amateur license expired 
while he was in service. His old call was reassigned 
to the Asheville School for Boys, so he received the 
old Asheville High School Radio Club call, W4BKL. 
His second station was located in the BB&T building 
under WA4LPI. Jim held a Conditional Class license, 
but was planning to go after the Extra Class in August. 
He would have passed with ease. 


Jim was sports director and announcer at WPTF when 
UNC won the national basketball championship in triple 
overtime. Bill Jackson was his assistant. Many people, 
including this editor, can still vividly remember Jim 
calling the play-by-play on that exciting game. In 
1958, Jim went to WITVD as Raleigh Manager and in

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1960 he joined Branch Banking & Trust Company as ex- 
ecutive vice president. At one time, he served in most 
of Raleigh's traditional civic groups. In 1959, 1961 
and 1963, he led the ballot with the most votes and 
was elected to the Raleigh City Council for 6 years. 
He was mayor pro tem from 1959 to 1963 and mayor of 
Raleigh from 1963 to 1965. He still served Raleigh in 
many ways including being a member of the planning 
commission. He was inline for the chairmanship of the 
commission next month. He also had daily weather 
shows on WRAL -FM amd the Tobacco Network that 
covers North Carolina. 


Jim was a very active amateur as he was in his civic 
and business interests. He operated from his home, his 
business, his family home in Asheville and his auto- 
mobile. He worked all bands but prefered 75 meter 
phone and 2 meter FM. Jim is one of the reasons the 
K4ITL repeater is so popular. Of the mony people that 
know Jim, only his amateur friends knew how much 
amateur radio meant to him. He was relaxed when he 
took to the airways for a QSO or just talking amateur 
radio in person. In 1964 when Barry Goldwater, 
K7UGA, came to Raleigh on the campaign trail for 
President in a 727 jet, Jim greeted him in his capacity 
as Mayor of Raleigh. At a campaign breakfast, Jim 
and Barry stood in a corner of the room in conference 
for about 15 to 20 minutes while reporters, politicians 
and supporters were anxious to talk to Barry. Amateur 
radio was the "conference" subject but others in the 
Room thought it was a high level political meeting. 
Jim went aboard the jet with Barry to see him off. 
Reporters really thought something was up then. It was 
just that Barry was having some trouble with his amateur 
station aboard his jet and asked Jim on to see it and 
help him solve the problem. 


The Raleigh Amateur Radio Society expresses its sorrow 
to his wife Elizabeth, and his three teenage children, 
Mike, Nancy and Jimmy. As was stated on TV the 
night of his death, North Carolina and Raleigh has lost 
an outstanding citizen. 


The Raleigh Times summed our feelings up pretty clearly 
in their editorial: "Jim Reid faced every day with op- 
timism. His familiar grin and cheerful greeting were 
infectious, even on the darkest of days. His sudden 
death reaches into every household that has heard the 
voice or known the man. And in most, there is some

SIMULATED EMERGENCY 


At 1900 hours on Wednesday, June 14, Wake County experienced a simulated disaster in the form of a plane crash into the east end of 
the race-track at the State Fairground. The RARS assumed emergency stations at the disaster scene and at the three Raleigh hospitals, 
Wake, Rex, and Mary Elizabeth. Colonel Thorne, Wake County CD Director, had high praise for the efficiency of the hams communi- 
cation. Like so many others, he was unaware of the dedication and expertise of ham operators. Initially, the RARS repeater was used, 
but at the suggestion of our President, Lee WA4ZNA, manning the repeater, operations were shifted to the Raleigh repeater because of 
possible conflict with scheduled nets in the Durham area. Danny, K4ITL was most co-operative in relinquishing the 82-88 frequencies 

to the emergency operations. Action really began fast and furious about 1945 hours when ambulances began screaming off to the various 
hospitals. Chuck, W4RUH handled traffic for more than 34 patients despatched to Wake. George, WB4PNR handled 25 at Rex, and 
Brian, WB4PMI at Mary Elizabeth handled 15 cases. There were many other types of messages passed such as checks on ambulance loads, 
availability of doctors, type of injuries, etc. 


As it turned out, the only communication established between the disaster scene and Mary Elizabeth was the lone Brian who did yeoman 
service throughout the exercise and was the last to be released from his post. Considerable assistance was provided the hams by students 
of Holding Technical Institute, viz., Chuck Davis at Wake, Richard Johnson at Rex, and Stanley Grady WN4ZTF at the disaster area. 
Stanley is President of the Holding Tech Amateur Radio Club and his fellow students are working on their tickets. They all got a first- 
hand look at what hams can do as well as a first class case of writer's cramp. All messages were logged and these fine young men enabled 
the RARS operator to devote full time to transmitting and liaison with the disaster operations officer at the hospital sites. Brian was all 
alone but he had the moral support of our peripatetic editor Dave, W4YDY who generously loaned his complete 2M set-up to Brian, to 
include AC power supply, 2 antennas, long lines of coax, funny boods (unread) and good cheer. The entire operation reflected the 

true cooperative spirit of hams in general, and the RARS in detail. 


Many lessons were learned and the after~action critique will help us all to provide even better service in the future. Traffic nets must 
be designated and specific operators assigned. After a detailed examination of the logs maintained so assiduously by RARS and Holding 
Tech personnel, a most pertinent and useful recommendation can be presented to CD for future emergencies, hopefully simulated, but 
in any case, recommendations designed to save lives.

It was pointed out that when you write to league headquarters address your one letter 
for each subject area to the specific editor or section. Correspondence moving from one section to another can lead to delays and 
inadequate responses. 


Chuck also indicated he and the other hams in the state would like to see the N.C. State ham license plate situation improved and 
asked that we in the capital city do what we can and advise the state clubs at large. 


Ed Alderman acted as auctioneer and collected some $35 for the treasury. Thanks particularly to Stan Grady, WN4ZTF, and Floyd, 
K4EQA for their contribution of the Waters Keyer. We should find some more goodies like that!
